TELECOMMUNICATIONS CORNER 
By Gary Lessenberry 


I recently had the pleasure of an hour long tour of American 
People Link or Plink as sone people call it. Plink is a 
pay-for-usage telecoamunications service that has been in 
operation for about four years. I received a free demo password 
and information package by calling them at (312) 670-2666. Fron 
outside of Illinois, they can be reached at 1-800-524-0100. 
I found three areas of specific interest for the avaerage 
Tinexer. These were the message board, the file transfer area, 
and the conference area. To get to any of these three areas, 
the following options had to be selected after logon: 
From the MAIN MENU - select CLUBS AND FORUMS 

. From the CLUB MENU - select COMPUTERS 

. From the choices - select OTHER 

. From the CLUB MENU - select either MESSAGE AND NOTICE 
BOARDS, LIBRARY OF TRANSFER FILES, or CLUB CONFERENCE 
AREA. 

I selected the message boards. I only wanted to view 
Tinex-Sinclair related messages. Therefore, I selected SELECT 
CLUB SECTION from the CLUB NOTICE BOARD MENU. This allowed ne 
to specify ny computer interest. The Timex/Sinclair hessage 
base was sparse and without any worthwhile information posted. 
This left me with the feeling that there are not very many 
Tinexer's on Plink. After each message, | received a long list 
of options (which I was unable to disable). This option list 
consumed more online time that the message | was reading did! 
Generally speaking, I don't believe that the content of the 
message base is worth the cost of accessing 1t. 

I scanned the library next. To view a list of Timex/Sinclair 
Programs only, I had to select Tinex/Sinclair from the SELECT 
LIBRARY SECTION MENU, which is subordinate to the CLUB DATA 
LIBRARY MENU. Below is a summary of TS files on Plink:

Since there were no conferences in progress when I was 
online, I will not review that area at this time. However, [ 
will note that to get there, you select CONFERENCE CLUB AREA 
fron the CLUB MENU. 

There are several other online clubs other than the Computer 
Club. These include Games And Entertainment, Lifestyles, and 
General Interest. In addition to the CLUBS option, there is 
also the PARTYLINE. The PARTYLINE is an online conversation 
option that has several realtine conversations going on 
simultaneously. If you don't like the conversation that you've 
joined into, you can always select a different one. Of course, 
you'll find the greatest number of conversations and 
participants during peak operating hours. 

Over all, I wasn't real impressed with People Link. It costs 
anywhere from $3.95 to $14.95 per hour for access. It seened 
rather cumbersome to manuever around, and the quanity and 
quality of the information available wasn't really worth the 
cost. Fortunately for you though, there are free one hour demos 
that are available upon request and I encourage you to give 
them a call and try it out. 


ON THE QL

Vell, here [ go again! I have received my SUPER TOOLKIT II 
only a few days ago), and I've found that it takes care of the 
following complaints that | have vith ny QL: 

1. Ny first complaint was that [ was getting tired of having to 
LOAD or LRUN MOV naae to get the QL to load data. Vith TOOLKIT 
IT, you just tell it "LOAD NAME" and it checks both drives for 
the program. 

2. It irratated ne when | made a mistake on a direct command, 
I had to type the whole thing over again. However, with TOOLKIT 
11, I just hold ALT and press ENTER and the line 15 back for 
editing. 

3. TOOLKIT II has a full screen editor for your programs. It 
allows you to edit a program with the ease of editing text in 
QUILL, only easier. 

4. Ta save, you still have to tell the QL which drive you 
desire, but if the file is already on the cartridge, you don't 
have to delete it first. TOOLKIT II will ask you if it should 


overwrite the file, and pressing the "Y" key will enable it to 
proceed. 

5. Lastly, I have noticed that ny screen display is ) 
cleaner and clearer (I use an RGB monitor), АЛЫН 
graphic displays, since installing the TOOLKIT 11. 

That's about ail I can say about SUPER TOOLKIT II for nov. 

Now, a little bit about the 512K RAM expansion. I nade a 
nistake last sonth when I said large files in QUILL! I neant 
your data base for ARCHIVE. The problem that [ had with the 
standard 128K КАМ was that the file had a numeric field and an 
alpha field. The data, however, is entered in numeric order 
even on updates). So, when I wanted an alpha listing, the t: 
would keep running as the QL would sort for the next file 
order. With the big RAM, it now loads the whole file and paus 
for about five seconds while it sorts the whole thing in senor. 
and then prints it. Although, I haven't experienced it yet, 1 
do believe that it will enhance the file capabilities of QUILL 
as well 

If you have a RAM expansion, the following instruction will 
have the computer print the amount of memory above the base 
128K on your screen: 

PRINT PEEK L(163872)/1024-256;"K open" 
This is a mild modification of the original command that was 
provided by Pete Fischer. What this command actually provides 
is the amount of memory in addition to the stock 128K that 
comes in the QL. Of course, if you have TOOLKIT II, you only 
need to enter the command; FREE MEM. 

Next month, I hope to have more info about the TOOLKIT 11.25 
vell as tips that I come across. [ will also be fiel 
questions at the CATUG meetings and sharing the answers here 
(if I can find them) for all of us to share. 


BYTE POWER (review)

With support for our 2068's getting fewer and fewer, one 
bright spot is BYTE POWER. 

Each issue comes on a cassette, and after receiving six, 1 
an VERY satisfied with all. The price is $5.59 for one issue, 
$29.99 for 6, or $49.99 for 12. It works out to less than 49 
cents per program. These prices are postage paid (it cost 91 
cents for them to send mine) 

The programs can be backed-up, even though nost are in 
machine code. Details for this are in the text at the beginning 
of each tape. This text can be dumped (as of Feb 87') to a 2040 
ar 80 column printer. Past issues can also be loaded in and 
printed out. The prior issues could only be read in 64 colunr: 
on screen (which 15 hard on a television). However, now it 
be read 32 columns if so desired. 

There are at least 19 and sometines 13-15 programs, 
utilities , graphic presentations and hints along with the text 
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“Ооп each tape. Programs consist of games, print à word 


processor, spreadsheets, music (programmed already and others 
programming your own), graphic (anisated and draw your own), 
etc., etc. 

Games have sound and graphics and can be catagorized as 
adventure, arcade,maze and others. Some do use Joysticks when 
necessary. 

Currently, all the programs are written for the TS-2068. 
However, there is a promise of Spectrum programs on side 2 of 
the next issue (March). 4s you can tell, the programers, Eric 
and Kris Boisvert, did get a little behind schedule during 
Christaas. 

Instead of typing, de-bugging, and discovering that the 
program you envisioned isn't what you thought it might be, BYTE 
POVER does it for you. I have never had to send back a tape 
that didn’t load properly. Although, I am sure that this aust 
accur occassionally,

In early April, 1987 I got a phone call from Fred Nachbaur 
of Silicon Mountain Computers in Canada. He was looking for a 
2050 modem and some modem expertise. During the course of our 
discussion Fred told ne what he had in mind. He told ae that he 
along with Harvey Taylor (author of MINI-XNOD) and Wilf Rigter 
were in the final stages of putting together a full featured 
terminal and communications program for the T/S1000 (T/SI500, 
2X81) series of computers. If it had not been Fred Nachbaur, 
whose reputation for innovative programming on the T/S1000 was 
well known by ne, I would have probably not been as excited 
about the prospect. After all, it is over 3 years since Tinex 
pulled out of the computer market and prior to that time many 
(if not most) of us Timex users had switched to the T/52068. 
The T/S2068 has had decent terminal (and Communications) 
software for some time now. There is SPECTERM-64 with its 64 
columns and 1200 baud capability. There is Mtera II, the first 
to offer file transfers. There is also 2-TERM with its Мета 
style menus and the 05-64 for 64 coluans. All of the above use 
XMODEM protocol for error free file transfers. Why then would 
anyone want another terminal software package for the Т/510007 
I suppose if you put that question to Fred, he might say 
"because it's there". 

Well it's there and here comes ZX-TERMXSO, “A FULL-FEATURED 
COMMUNICATIONS PROGRAM FOR THE 2181, 151000, and 151500" as it 
is described on the cover page of the manual. Vould you believe 
40, 64 or 80 column display at the touch of a key? It's in 
there! Would you believe three windows that are adjustable in 
size or they can be removed for a normal (1 window) display? 
It's in there! This software is a direct descendant of the 
MINI=1M0D terminal program for the T/S1000 that has been around 
for sone time. The terminal portion of the program is MUCH 
IMPROVED over its predecessor. No more inverse characters (in 
place of LF and DEL) on the screen. The improvements don't stop 
there, onscreen menus make this software easy to use. Those of 
you with MINI-XM0D experience will find the steps for uploading 
and downloading similar. Among other features of ZX-TERMA8O are 
the redefined keyboard with UPPER/lovercase, full sized printer 
support, transmit both programs and variables using Xnoden 
protocol, and there is more. The same prograas supports both 
the Vestridge 2050 and Byte-Back modems and it is self- 
relocatable. This is truly a remarkable progran. 

The ZX-TERMX80 documentation is extensive and well written 
and tells all. No secrets here, Fred has gone out of his way to 
give you all of the information necessary to get the most out 
of his software. There are just about 48 pages of usable info. 
I had no problem getting the program up and running on a 
T/31500 and a T/S 1000. There is info ineluded which explains 
how to use the software with your specific mass storage device. 
I personally use a Compusa DOS on ay T/S1008 setup and I wasn't

able to get the Compusa and 2X-TERMX80 to work harmoniously 
together and I an awaiting additional info from Fred about 
that. Z2X-TERM%8@ passed all other test with flying colors. 

If there is a down side to this excellent software package, 
here it comes. YOU MUST HAVE A NVM (non-volatile memory) such 
as a Hunter Board or the new Silicon Mountain/ Larken release, 
the SCRAM card to use ZI-TERMX86. Also, no matter whether you 
use a 2X81, Т51000 or 151500 (with 16K RAM onboard), YOU MUST 
HAVE ADDITIONAL RAM (at least 16K). Send any technical 
questions to Fred at the address given below. Retail price of 
the 2X-TERMA80 software is $25.00 and the SCRAM card is $39.95. 

In my opinion the ZX-TERM%8@ communications program is 
GREAT. It does what such a program is supposed to do, which is 
маке it easy to telecommunicate. IT DOES THIS WELL! For anyone 
using the 1/$100@ online, this is certainly the way to go. I 
hope that there are enough 7/51000 aficionados left to truly 
паке use of and appreciate this product.
